lenge or acceptance, or trains or assists

five thousand dollars, and be Imprison- 
ed in the State prison not less than one 
year nor more .than 3 years; provid-

rounds with gloves of not less than five 
ounces each in weight may be held by a 
domestic incorporated atheletic club 
upon the prepayment by such club of 
an annual license to be fixed by the

C. W. Woodworth Collects 5ome 


Va! liable Data to Be Used 


Against Pajaro Pest, 


BERKELEY, Feb. 11.—Prof. C. W. 


Woodworth, entomologist of the Agri- 
cultural Department at 'the State Uni- 
versity, returned yesterday from a trip 
to Spokane, Washington, where he at- 
tended the tenth annual convention of 
the Northwest Fruit Growers' Associa- 
tion. 
At the same time there was a 


meeting of entomologists, which Prof. 
Woodworth also attended. 
The con- 


vention Included representative fruit 
growers from 
Washington, 
Oregon, 


British Columbia, Montana and Idaho. 


One of the chief objects o-f the visit 


of the California entomologist was to 
gather data to be used In the fight of 
the department 
against 
the codling 


moth of the Pajaro Valley. As the Or- 
egon apples have the name of being 
the best produced on the coast, the Ag- 
ricultural 
Pepartment 
at 
Berkeley 
thought that 
the 
northern growers 
might make some valuable suggestions 
in regard to the pest in the Pajaro Val- 
ley. As it turned, out the trip proved 
very 
successful. 
Prof. 
Woodworth 
brought back with him some very im- 
portant data, principally on the matter 
of spraying. 


Although the results of the trip will 
not materially alter the plan of cam- 
paign against the codling moth of the 
Pajaro Valley, they will prove of great 
value In that work. 
Several sprays 
that the- local growers have thought to 
be of indifferent worth the northern 
orchardlsts have found to be quite suc- 
cessful. These sprays, of which Prof. 
Wootl'.vorth has the receipt for a great 
many together with the conditions un- 
der which they have proved most suc- 
cessful, will all be tested in the Wat- 
sonville region. 
There are also sev- 
eral different ways of spraying and va- 
rious kinds 
of 
nozzles used In the 


northern district. These also will be 
tested. 


The plan as it is now- outlined for 


the Watsonville work Is to study the 
life history of the moth. 
Every week 


either Prof. "Wood worth, or Entomolo- 
gist Clarke- will visit the infested dis- 
trict, where breeding phials have been 
priced ail over the valley to aid them 
in their study of the pest. 
In the 
spring the entomologists will stay at 
Watsonvillo permanently and will car- 
ry on their experiments with the dif- 


ferent sprays and methods of spray- 
ing.

BOWEN CLOSES THE DEAL 


WITH ENGLAND. 


Will Now Try and Reach Agreement 


With Italy and Germany— 


Terms of the Protocol. 


WASHINGTON, Feb.11—Having reached 


an agreement with the British govern- 
ment for a settlement o£ the Venezuelan 
claims, Mr. Bowen today Is endeavoring 
to close up the negotiations with Ger- 
many and Italy. 


A misunderstanding whloh has arisen 


in the German Foreign Office undoubtedly 
Is at the bottom of the delay. 


Evidently it was supposed that the pre- 


liminary articles of the protocol as pre- 
pared here before the advent of Baron von 
Sternberg, provided lor the prompt pay- 
ment of th» full sum claimed In the orig- 
inal ultimatum, namely $340,000, the only 
difference between the first and laet propo- 
sitions beiug that in place of a clear cash 
payment of the sum above named, as re- 
quired by the ultimatum, the protocol 
would require the immediate payment of 
527,500 for personal claims and then pro- 


vide for the application of thirty per cent 
of the customs revenues of Porto Cabelio 
and La Gnayra until the remainder of the 
$340,000 was paid, 


Mr. Bowen was unable to see any dif- 


ferenca between such a demand and 
straight demands for preferential treat- 
ment, for he argued that after paying the 
allies on this basis! there would be noth- 
ing left for the other and non-coercing 
powers. 


It is believed that he succeeded in im- 


pressing hie views on the allied represen- 
tatives here and it was understood that 
this stage of the negotiations had been 
closed and the subject could not be re- 
opened.

A. M, and between four and nine o'clock 
P. M., and may, at the option of the par-, 
ties supplying water, be further restricted 
to Mondays, Wednesdays, 
Fridays and 


Sundays In that portion of the city lying 
easterly of the center of Broadway, and 
to Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, Saturdays and 


Sundays In that portion of the city lying 
westerly of the center of Broadway. 


MISCELLANEOUS USES. 


Section 8.—For water used for washing 


or wetting sidewalks, windows, fronts of 
buildings, and general miscellaneous uses, 
not herein speciflcally designated, per 
lineal foot of frontage, five 'mills, hose, 
used for these purposes shall not have a 
nozzle larger than one-fourth of an inch 
In diameter of orifice. 


Sprinkling of streets by private parties 


is prohibited. 


HORSES AND COWS. 


Section 9.—For horses kept in private 


stables, including water for washing one 
vehicle, 50 cents for the first horse, 25 cents 
for each additional. 


For each horse kept in livery stable. In- 


cluding water for washing one vehicle, 35 
cents, provided that no livery or public 
stable shall be charged less than $2.00. 


For each car, stage, omnibus, saddle or 


draught horse or mule. 35 cents. 


For each cow, 25 cents. 


BUILDING PURPOSES. 


Section 10.—It shall be the duty of any 


person desiring to use water for building 
purposes before commencing the con- 
struction of Ihe same to deposit with the 
water company an amount estimated un- 
der the terms of the ordinance, to be suf- 
ficient to cover the charges for water re- 
quired, and to receive therefore acertiflcate 
of such deposit and a permit to use water 
for the purpose specified from any conve- 
nient service in case he has not secured 
a special service connection. After onm- 
pletlon of work, the final adjustment of 
charges for water used is to be made on 
the basis of rates as follows: 


For water used to* make 
mortar, for 


each 1000 brick used. 10 cents. 


For water to slack each barrel of lime

No per- 


son shall make any connections with the 
pipes of any water company, or draw on 
use water therefrom tor any of the pur- 
poses sped/led in this section, till he shall 
have complied with the provisions hereof. 


METER RATES. 


Section 11.—Water furnished any prem- 


ises for any or all other purposes not oth- 
erwise embraced 
or specified 
in 
this 


schedule shall be supplied by meter at 
the following rates:

month.

for by the city monthly, at meier rates, 
as per Section 11 hereof, the quantity so 
used to be determined by meters, or by 
an accurate monthly account, to be kept 
by the Superintendent of Streets, of the

loads used, correct copies of said accounts 
to be furnished by the Superintendent of

Water used by the City of Oakland, its 


officers or employes, or persons authoriz-

The rate of compensation to be charged 


and collected monthly from the City of 
Oakland, for water supplied to and by, 
and through fire hydrants, for fire pur- 
poses and for the protection against fire 
thus afforded, not Including water used or 
taken by or through or from fire hydrants 
for any other purpose, shall be J5.00 for 
each fire hydrant. 


RATES—LIABILITY FOR AND WHEN 


PAYABLE. 


. Section 13. —The owner of property 
occupied -by more than one tenant, sup- 
plied through the same service, will be li- 
able for the payment of the water bills, 
though the Water Company may collect 
from the tenants, by arrangement with 
the owner. 


Municipal and meter-water rates are due 


and payable at the end of each current 
month; all other water rates are due and 
payable monthly in advance for

calendar month. Water may be turned 
of! from any premises on 
which 
the 


rentals are !n arrear twenty days, and an 
additional charge of $1.00 may be imposed 
for again turning the water on to such 
premises. 


RATING, INSPECTION AND WASTE 


PREVENTION. 


Section 14, The Water Company, asso- 


ciation, corporation or person engaged in 
the- business of supplying or furnishing 
water, shall by authorized agents make 
personal examination of the premises of 


I any applicant for water, or of any con- 
' sumer 
requesting a 
re-adjustment 
of 
rates, and shall designate rates strictly 
In accordance with those herein estab- 
lished. 


Said agents shall have free access be- 


tween reasonable hours to all premises 
supplied with water, for purposes of as- 
certaining and designating rates as well 
as for purposes of Inspection and 
the 


prevention of waste, 


In no case where the fixed rate above 


provided, other than meter rates, are ap- 
plicable, shall any charge for water be 
made by meter rates, it being the purpose 
of this ordinance to provide for all dwell- 
ing houses a fixed monthly rate, which 
shall not be increased by the person, as- 
sociation or cori>oration supplying water, 
provided, however, that for the purpose 
of discovering and repressing waste or 
excessive use, all persons, associations or

water bills are presented for collection. 
After such notice the consumer may oe 
charged, and there may be collected from 
him for any waste or excessive use there-

COMPLAINTS. 


Section 15. It any person shall consider 


that the legal rate is being exceeded said 
person shall give written notice to such 
effect to the person, company, association 
or corporation making the estimated over- 
charge, demanding therein a re-inspec- 
tion of the premises complained of. and 
a re-adjustment of the rates applying 
thereto, and should the supplier be will- 
Ing to restore to the consumer the over- 
charge.

poration or person owning the water main 
to which such (Ire hydrants are to be 
connected, the actual cost of the same, 
said, cost to be represented by the actual 
costs of the materials and labor used 
plus ten per cent for supervision and use 
of tools. 


When any flre hydrants shall require

inside the curb line, affixing a curb cock 
thereto, covered by a suitable box, also 
Including replacing of the ground and 
pavement of the street thus disturbed in 
good, durable, workmanlike condition to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, the following sums;

A NEWSPAPER STORY. 


; "A short time ago Richmond. Virgin 
'ta, possessed four dally papers—two 
rpubirshe<i»in the morning and two In 
the afternoon. 
Now only two dallies 


are printed In Richmond—one In the 
morning, and one in the afternoon.—bu 
the city has never had such good 
newspapers as It has now. 
,. 


The consolidation of the four papers 


Into two was the result of business ev- 
olution. Although Richmond Is a city 
O( 109,000 Inhabitants, with a large 
Jobbing trade and heavy manufactur- 
ing interests, the fleld was not large 
enough to support four first class pa- 
pers. If a business man advertised in 
one paper he was besieged by solici- 
tors from the other three. The com- 
petition was therefore as unsatisfac- 
tory to the advertisers as It was un- 
profitable to the publishers. They had 
to advertise In too many 
papers to 


Cflver the local fleld, and the news ser- 
vice supplied was not up to the stand- 
ard desired. Finally 
the 
publishers 


came to a realization that the situation 


• was an Impossible one, and decided to 
pool their Issues. 
The two morning 


papers consolidated Into one journal. 
and the two afternoon papers did the 
*ame thing. In consequence, Rich- 
mond has fewer newspapers than be- 
fore, but those she has are better than 
ware ever printed in the city. Adver- 
tisers cover the field completely by ad- 
vertising In two papers instead of 
four. 


The change is appreciated by ths 


reading public as well as the adver- 
tisers and publishers. 


There is a lesson in this tBt one 


may r^ad as he runs. It Is that too 
many newspapers is unprofitable to 
the public as well as publishers. It 
means poor newspapers or a compe- 
tition that entails loss all round. 
If 


\ two papers cover a local field complete- 


ly, It is against the Interests of both 
,advertlsers ancl reading public to have 
more. A city. like Richmond, for in- 
stance, may be capable of maintain- 
ing two excellent papers, but Incapa- 
ble of supporting three or tour. 
The 


advertiser finds that he has more pa- 
pers to patronize, but the service of 
none is so good as with fewer. 


The moral of this is 
that a good 


newspaper must have a reliable prof- 
itable business. A paying newspaper 
is more independent than an unprof- 
itable one, ar.d not only gives a better 
return to advertisers and subscribers, 
but is a. more reliable defender of the 
public interests. 


THE PLAGUE IN S«N FRANCISCO. 


The statement of 
Dr. 
Vincent P. 


Buckley that no ease of bubonic plague 
has occurred in San Francisco within 
the past sixty clays ought to carry the 
conviction that the city is not plague- 
Infected. 
Dr. Buckley is one of the 


members of the local board of health, 
•which has always Insisted that a num- 
ber of deaths from plague have oc- 
curred. 
He ranks as a physician of 


standing and certainly has every op- 
portunity for knowing all about the 
situation. 


However, we shall probably hear 


from the newspaper plague experts in 
Sacramento and Stockton that the rats, 
in San Francisco are Infected if the 
people are not. But why is there not 
an epidemic of plague among the rats? 
So far as is known—and rat autopsies 
have been freciuent—fewer rats than 
men have died of plague, 


-It is Insinuated that the plague was 


carried from San Francisco to Mazat- 
lan and Guevymas by rats in ship car- 
goes. If that be the case, why don't 
the plague spread in San Francisco? 
Why don't the rats create an epidemic 
there as well as in Mazatlan? 
Is it 


because sanitary 
conditions 
in San 


Francisco will not permit plague to 
spread or because the plague Infection 
in rats is a fiction? 


It Is evident that If the plague ex- 


ists In San Francisco, It Is innocuous. 
Every known fact and reasonable hy- 
pothesis lead to the conclusion that It 
is not there. If it ever has been, it 
has been eradicated. 


Assemblyman Prescott has introduc- 


ed a bill containing this provision: 


"No railroad, corporation, or manu- 


facturing establishment shall conduct 
It* business by the piece work system, 
and piece work by such railroads, cor- 
porations or manufacturing establish- 
ments is prohibited." 
, 


As it is clearli unconstitutional, this 


bill is only worthy of study as a sam- 
ple of the kind of fool legislation that 
come men attempt, either In the good 
faith of ignorance, or In redemption of 
bunko promises made to voters In the 
campaign. 


The offer of the Sacramento Bee to 


give the State capital to San Jose Is 
alt very well In its way, but It Is far 
from completing a bargain. The tax- 
payers of the State have some*iing 
to, say about the matter. The location 
of the Capitol is not merely a question 
between Sacramento and San Jose. If 
it iB'to be moved from Sacramento we 
wffl want to set it up In Oakland. 


They have started an anti-cigarette 


crusade, down in Alabama, but it will 
probably end In smoke. 


TRUTH VERSUS FALSE SUGGES- 


TION. 


The Sacramento Bee says It has not 


distorted a' single fact in relation to 
the bubonic plague matter, and de- 
clare*, that all It has ever 
done has 


been to- insist upon the following: 


"1—Tell the truth and stop the os- 


trich policy of lying when a whole Na- 
tion knows they are lying. 


"2—Take drastic measures to check 


the plague in San Francisco. 


"3—Make San Francisco clean up 


and keep clean." 


We agree with the first proposition 


entirely, but the second one carries the 
inference that the plague is raging in 
San Francisco, which it ts not. Prob- 
ably our Sacramento 
contemporary 


has not intentionally distorteoT any 
fact, but It has harped on the subject 
of plague so much, and printed such 
alarming and sensational accounts of 
the dangers of its spread that it' has 
carried abroad a wildly distorted and 
injurious impression in regard to the. 
situation in San Francisco. We are in 
accord on these proposltlo/is. 


1. Tell the truth.. 
1. Use efvery effort to stamp out In- 


fection. 


3. Let 
the precise facts be fully 


known. 


But what we wish to emphasize is 


that the history of the plague scare is 
conclusive proof that there Is no Occa- 
sion for alarm; that the city cannot 
possibly be infected In the sense In 
which that term Is usually understood. 
Only 87 deaths are alleged to have oc- 
curred in the city from plague during 
the past three years, and all but six 
of the victims have been orientals. The 
reported cases were Isolated and sep- 
arated, and occurred at Irregular In- 
tervals. 


Why does the Bee ignore this side 


of the matter? Why does it continue 
to assert that there is great danger of 
plague in San Francisco, and to speak 
of It as an infected city? We have no 
desire to read our contemporary a lec- 
ture or to assume the 
role of press 


censor, but it does seem to us that in 
ts zeal to attack and expose a foolish 
policy of denial and concealment the 
Bee has gone to an unjustifiable ex- 
treme in picturing dangers that are 
more or less imaginary. One does not 
have to tell 
a falsehood 
outright to 


convey a false Impression. Probably 
without intending to So so It has creat- 
ed false impressions. Worse still, It has 
been an ar.senal of material for envi- 
ous and unscrupulous rivals to exploit 
to the detriment of San Francisco. The 
Bee has been a text book for the news- 
papers of Seattle, Tacoma and Portl- 
and—and one of the Los Angeles jour- 
nals has not been above the nasty 
business of 
publishing- baseless and 


alarming statements for which it gave 
he Bee as 
authority. . Saying 
that

CHAPEL. 


The designs have been completed for 


the alteration of Sage Chapel at Cor- 
nell. It will be enlarged by a transept, 
32 feet square, on the north side, which 
will be used for the 9holr, orchestra 
an.d organ. The rose window on the 
north will be a row of .seven niches, 
to be filled eventually with statues of 
Christ, the four evangelists, St. Peter 
and St. Paul. The changes will .In 
crease the 
capacity 
of the chapel, 


which has been too small for the con- 
gregations of late. The closed doors 
now opening into the vesttliule to the 
memorial chapel will be replaced by 
glazed^netal srlll work, to give an un- 
obstructed vle:w of the recumbent figure 
of Ezra Cornell and the window above 
it. The memorial apse of Sage chapel 
contains the finest mosaic work In 
America. The prceSsional of IS life- 
size figures, all in mosaic, and occupy- 
ing the 42 feet 
of the circular apse, 


typify the religious life of the univer- 
sity, the Christian spirit and purposes 
of Cornell. The ivork is marvelously 
beautiful In color and execution both. 
The central figure of Philosophy, be- 
tween the two line of the processional, 
Is symbolical of the attainments of 
Henry W. Sage, the "second founder" 
of the university. 
UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO LIBRA- 


RY. 


The library commission in charge of 


the plans for the new library of the 
University of Chicago has made a re- 
port, and recommends a general libra- 
ry building. 
Around this 
will 
be 
| grouped 
the 
department buildings, 


containing libraries devoted to philos- 
ophy, history and the social sciences, 
classics, modern languages, oriental 
languages, the divinity school and the 
law school. 
These 
buildings will be 


connected with the main library by 
bridges, 
thus 
securing 
convenient 


availability of their contents for the 
general library, and at the same time 
allowing the specialist access to his 
books at his practical workshop. Th 
science libraries will be placed in the 
buildings devoted to their respective 
subjects. 
The general library would 


store 1,500,000 books, and provide 700 
to 1000 desks for readers. 
This pro 


vides for the growth of the general li- 
brary at the present rate for 75 to 110 
years.

and 


alcoholism was not so rampant. But 
as ail things in the benlflcent scheme 
of nature are compensated, the balance 
held true and equal, so we have the 
barroom and the temperance worker. 
Whisky comes and so does the mis- 
sionary. But it is a bit strong to have 
one barroom for e:very 473 Inhabitants, 
and one pulque Jotnt for every 266 men, 
women and children.

Unas, or barrooms, and 800 of them 
pay a special tax »o as to sell drinks 
up to a late hour. This is. Indeed, a 
thirsty old town; perhaps we should

enormous. Domestic liquors and bev-

many things made here by chemists as

BRAKES FOR OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 


An Invention That Brlngi * Ve««el to a 


Stop Within Its Own Length. 


Brakes for ships have long been needed, 


but no one has ever been able to supply 
the wane until Louis Joseph Lacoste of 
Montreal, son of the chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Canada, turned hid at- 
tention to the task. 
It took years for 


him to perfect a satisfactory device, but 
recent experiments at Montreal show that 
he has succeeded. 


It is well KT»wn that the larger ocean 


going craft, when heavily laden, require 
quite a mile in which to oome to a full 
atop. Mr. I^acoste, by his models, dem- 
onstrated that a vessel equipped with his 
appliances could stop 
within 
its 
own 


length. 
The vessel used in the experiment was 


the dominion government boat Eureka, 103 
feet in length, 22 feet wide, 12% feet draft 
and about 250 tons. To the sides of this 
boat, about amidships, were fixed flaps or 
fln», which, at a given signal from the 
wheelhouse, flew open at 
right angles. 


Bach fin was ten feet long and thref and 
one-half feet wide, made of boiler plate 
three-eighths of an inch thick. 


These fins were started by steam, but, 


of course, when opened a few Inches the 
pressure of water threw them back the 
full distance. In order to hold them at 
right angles to the side of the vessel and 
thus get the maximum retarding effect, 
water cushions were placed at the back of 
each fin. 
The pressure on these water cushion 


cylinders in no way strained the Bides of 
the vessel .although the skin was only 
five-eighths of an Inch thick. There was 
not the slightest leakage, nor was there 
any Jar. The cylinders, four In number, 
were each thirteen inches long, with flve 
inches water pressure, and although the 
Eureka at times ran as fast as eleven 
knots an hour there was no perceptible 
jar or strain when the fins were opened 
and the vessel came suddenly to a stand- 
still. 
Another advantage of these fins Is tbe 


short distance required in which a vessel 
may be turned around. It was demon- 
strated during the trial given the device 
that a boat could be completely turned 
around In little more than Us own length 
when going at full speed. This was done 
by opening one fin and keeping the other 
closed. 


The government officials who witnessed 


tbe experiment w,ere so deeply Impressed 
with the successful worklnc of the device 
that some step is likely to be taken by

TALKED FOR THE 


COAL COMPANY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—The case 


of the Lehigh Valley Coal Company 
was argued 
before 
the 
Coal Strike 


Commission today .by Attorney Fran- 
cis I. Gowen, who dwelt ar some length 
on the demand of the miners' union for 
an increase of 20 per cent in wages. 


Mr. Gowen asserted that President 


Mitchell, on the 
witness stand, was 


either unable or unwilling- to commit 
himself regm-ding the earnings of con- 
tract miners. 


Mr. Gowen tjuotetl a witness who had 


testified that the average earnings of 
miners were between $400 and $450 a 
year. Take the average or the medium 
between these figures, $425, add 10 per 
cent and to that add the 20 per cent 
which is now asked, and you will find 
it would bring the miners' earnings up 
to S560 a year. 
And yet, taking the 


figures which the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company has filed with the commis- 
sion, you will find that the average of 
all their miners who worked continu- 
ously throughout the year was $580. 


Ira Burns of Scran ton, counsel for 


the independent operators in the Lack- 
awanna and Wyoming regions, argued 
principally on the point of the right of 
the individual to control his own labor. 


Mr. Burns quoted Kranklin B. Gowen 


in the Mollie McUuire case, and con- 
cluded as follows: 


"And yet the Mollies, with all their 


blackness of crime, never made war on 
women and children. This lower depth 
was only reached by the boycotters of

Jose, for at a meeting of the Exchange 
lust nijcht Director Sohst expressed the 
opinion that since the Capitol seemed 
to be on wheels it would be advisable 
for the Exchange to interest itself in 
the matter and Instruct the legislative 
representatives of. Alameda county to 
vote to move the State's Capitol to 
Oakland. 
"Since the Capitol seems to be on 


•wheels I see no- reason why It should 
not be moved to San Jose via Oakland 
and when it reaches this city remain 
here a ivhile before going to San Jose," 
stated Director Sohst. 
"Understand, I 


am not in favor of movine: the Capitol 
from Sacramento at all, but since It 
seems to he on the slide, let us he pre- 
pared to receive it. 
"Years ago Oakland could have se- 
cured the Capitol," continued Director 
Sohst, "but at that time there were too 
many good people living here and they 
out-voted the few bad ones. But con- 
ditions have changed, and if the Capi- 
tol Is to be moved, let it come here." 
Director Sohst stated that Oakland 
had better climatic conditions than San 
Jose and thought that the people could 
g-tve the Legislature a better time than 
the people of the Garden City. There 
beirig a Legislative Committee in the 
Merchants' Kxchange that 
will visit 
Sacramento next Tuesdaj-.^the matter 
•was dropped with the understanding 
that the committee would watch the 
movements of the Capitol and intercept 
It If it were to start towards San Jose.

ALTERATION IN PLANS OF TUNNEL. 


In tho matter of the proposed change in 


tho plans of the construction of the Ala- 
motia, and Contra Costa County Tunnel 
the following opinion was received fnprn 
tho District Attorney:

land, Cal., February 1, 1903, 


To the Honorable Board of'Supervisors 


ot the County of Alameda, State of Cali- 
fornia—Gentlemen: 


At the Joint meetlnjr of your Board with 
:he Board of Supervisors of Contra Coata 
County, held during the present w«ek, )l 
was ascertained that the Supervisors ol 
Contra Co»ta County were proceeding to 
build the tunnel from the Contra Costa 
side toward the boundary line of Ala- 
meda County according to different di- 
mensions from those originally propose^!. 
The inquiry submitted to this office by 
your .Board at that meeting as I under- 
stand it (it having been made during the 
session orally). Is as follows: 


Can the Board uf Supervisors construct 


Lhe tunnel. in Alameda County so that the 
dimensions of the tunnel shall be less than 
those set forth in .the original plans and 
specifications upon which bids were re- 
ceived by the Board, acting under Sec- 
tion 2643 ot the Political Cod«. 


I understand that originally the Board 


of Supervisors ordered plans and speci- 
fications drawn for this work, advertised 
for and received bids thereon, and finding 
the bids too high, rejected all bicjs, and 
directed tho Road Commissioner of the 
district In which the proposed tunnel was 
to be located to proceed to construct the 
same by day's labor, being governed in 
its proceedings by Section 2643 of the Po- 
litical Code. 


Section 2643 of the Political Code pro- 


vides that all work of the County therein 
permitted shall be done by contract when 
:hft cost exceeds tho sum of three hundred 
dollars. 
It, however, permits the Board 


to reject all bids when the amount bid 
Is too high and the work can be done more 
cheaply by day's labor, and to proceed to 


timt work by day's tabor under the 


direction of the Cominisslc-ner in whose 
district the work may be located. 


The County Government Act has pro- 


vided when plans may be altered or a 
contract changed. 


If a contract has been actually let for 


this work It woulc! he within the power 
of the Board of Supervisors to alter the 
plane and the contract as provided by tha 
County Government Act. It would be a 
reasonable presumption that where the 
Board of Supervisors had directed work 
to be done by the Road Commissioner in 
case where the bids were too high, that 
with reference to that work, the Board 
stood in at least as good a position as it 
would if the work were being done under 
contract, under Section 2543, and possessed 
the same rlg"ht to alter the plans. 


It should be borne in naind, however, 


that original plans and specifications are 
tho prerequisites to this work, and the 
only reason that permits the Board to re- 
ject bids is that the work can be done for 
less. 
Under such circumstances, if the 


plans are altered so that the structure 
may be completed upon smaller lines, the 
cost of the work to be done under the 
altered plans should be in proportion to 
the cost of tiie woi'lc which would have 
been done in case it had been completed 
according to' the plans and specifications 
as originally prepared.

Second South street and in the heart 
of the business section at 2:30 this 
morning, completely gutted that build- 


ing, spread to the Central block, leav- 
ing that structure a wreck, and did 
other damage that will bring the total 
loss close to $275,000, with insurance 
of about half that amount. 
The fire 


was one of the fiercest In the history 
of the city and consumed the destroyed 
buildings 
with 
remarkable 
rapidity. 


Several lodgers on the top floor of the 
Atlas block had miraculous escaped 
from death. 


The principal losers are: S. S. Wal- 


ker estate, owners of Atlas block, $100,- 
000; 
Salt Lake Hardware Company, 


stock, J75.000; tenants of Atlas block, 
$75,000; Central block, $25,000. 


The Bank of Commerce and the pri- 


vate bank of F. E. McGurrln & Co. oc- 
cupied the ground floor of the de- 
stroyed Atlas block. 
Outside of office 


furnishings, however, their loss is be- 
lieved to be small, although this can- 
not be determined until the ruins cool 
and the big vaults are opened. 


The D. F. Walker building, a four- 


story office building, east of the Atlas 
block, was saved from destruction by 
a fortunate change of wind. Several 
times the roof caught fire from the 
flames from the Atlas block, but no 
serious damage was done.
